Article  3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $800.00 
(eight  hundred  dollars)  for  the  Town  Officers'  Salaries. 

Article  4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100.00 
(one  hundred  dollars)  for  election  and  registration  expenses. 

Article  5.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00 
(five  hundred  dollars)   for  Town  Officers'  expenses. 

Article  6.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00 
(three  hundred  dollars)  for  rent  of  Grange  Hall  for  use  of  Town 
and  School  purposes  including  Atkinson  Academy. 

Article  7.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $30.00 
(thirty  dollars)  for  Police  protection. 

Article  8.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00 
(three  hundred  dollars)  for  Fire  Protection. 
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Article  9.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $25.00 
(twenty-five  dollars)    for  Health  Department. 

Article  10.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $8.00 
(eight  dollars)  for  Vital  Statistics. 

Article  11.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00 
(one  thousand  dollars)  for  Snow  Pathing. 

Article  12.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500.00 
(fifteen  hundred  dollars)  for  repairs  of  Town  Highways,$500.00 
(five  hundred  dollars)  to  be  expended  for  graveling. 

Article  13.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $753.29 
(seven  himdred  fifty-three  dollars  and  twenty-nine  cents)  for 
street  Lighting. 

Article  14.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $150.00 
(one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars)  for  general  expenses  of  highway 
department. 

Article  15.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $150.00 
(one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars)  which  includes  the  amount 
required  by  law  for  the  Kimball  Public  Library. 

Article  16.     To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00 
(five  hundred  dollars)  for  Town  Poor. 

Article  17.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00 
(one  thousand  dollars)  for  Old  Age  Assistance. 

Article  18.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100.00 
(one  hundred  dollars)  for  Aid  to  Soldiers  and  their  families. 

Article  19.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $20.00 
(twenty  dollars)   for  Memorial  Day. 

Article  20.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $20.00 
(twenty  dollars)   for  parks  and  playgrounds. 
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Article  21.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $120.00 
(one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars)   for  care  of  Cemetery. 

Article  22.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00 
(three  hundred  dollars)  this  money  to  be  expended  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Selectmen. 

Article  23.     To   see  if   the  Town  will  vote   to   raise  and 
appropriate    the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  to  pay 
note  Number  59  due  August  16,  1941. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  State  Aid  for 
construction  of  a  secondary  State  highway  known  as  Academy 
Ave.  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  seven  hundred,  forty-five 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($745.50)  or  will  accept  State  Aid  for 
construction  of  Class  V.  road  and  raise  and  appropriate  for  said 
purpose  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  ninety  dollars  and  eighty- 
five  cents  ($190.85). 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars($100.00)  for  rent 
of  Grange  Hall  for  the  ensuing  year  for  community,  recreational 
and  educational  meetings  to  be  held  under  the  following  con- 
ditions: (a)  no  meeting  to  be  over  4  hours  duration;  (b) 
meetings  not  to  exceed  3  times  per  month,  except  under  special 
circumstances;  (c)  paid  entertainments  sponsored  by  the  afore- 
said groups  to  be  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  $2.00  per  meeting  to 
be  paid  by  the  groups  to  the  Grange  Hall  Corporation;  (d)  all 
arrangements  for  meetings  to  be  approved  by  the  Selectmen  and 
the  hall  janitor;    (e)  the  meetings  to  be  properly  chaperoned.    - 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  make  any  changes 
in  the  rules,  by-laws  or  regulations  governing  the  Zoning  Law  in 
the  Town  of  Atkinson  and  pass  any  vote  thereon. 

Article  2  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Town 
Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  hire  such  sums 
of  money  as  the,  Town  will  need  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 
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■  'Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  distribute  the  blank  inventories  at  the  time  they 
cKam.ine  and  appraise  the  property  to  be  taxed. 

•  •  Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  give  a  discDunt  on  the 
present  year's  taxes  of  two  percent  (29^)  if  paid  before  August 
1,  1941. 

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.)  to  be  used  to 
publicize  the  town  as  a  place  in  which  to  build,  said  sum  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Town  Planning  Board. 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Town  Building  Code  and  Zoning  ordinances  by  adding  the 
following  new  section  to  Article  2,  to  be  known  as  Sec.  7a:  "Xo 
owner  or  occupant  of  any  land  in  said  districts  shall  permit  any 
fire  ruins  to  be  left  unfinished  or  incompleted  thereon,  but  shall 
finish  or  complete,  or  remove  the  same  within  12  months  of  the 
date  of  fire." 

Article  32.  To  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not 
to-  exceed  $1,000.00  (one  thousand  dollars)  to  repair  and  re- 
surface Conley  Road  from  Route  121  to  Route  111.  By  request. 

:■  Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  tax 
collector  to  notify  all  poll  tax  payers  that  if  they  do  not  pay 
within  fourteen  days  after  August  1st.  twenty  cents  will  be 
added  to  the  tax  bill  for  sending  such  notice,  said  twenty  cents  to 
go  to  the  Town.  This  procedure  to  remain  in  force  until  re- 
scinded at  some  future  town  meeting. 

Article  34.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100.00 
(one  hundred  dollars)  for  Forest  Fire  Equipment. 

•i:  Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  take  some  action 
for  an  Old  Home  Celebration  on  the  175th  Anniversarv  of  the 
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Incorporation  of  the  Town,  September  3rd,  1942  and  choose  a 
Committee  for  same.  , 

Article  36.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Town  Officers  and  Com- 
mittees, act  on  same  and  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  this  meeting.

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BUILDING  CODE  AND  ZONING  ORDINANCES  FOR  THE 
TOWN  OF  ATKINSON,  N.  H. 

Adopted  March  12th,  1940 

To  promote  the  health,  safety,  convenience  and  general 
welfare  of  the  Town  of  Atkinson,  and  to  make  it  an  attractive 
place  in  which  to  live,  the  following  ordinance  and  building  code 
is  hereby  exacted  by  the  voters  of  said  town  in  annual  town 
meeting  convened: 

Article  1 — Establishment  of  Zoning  Districts: 

Sec.  1 — For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance  the  Town  of 
Atkinson  is  divided  into  two  zones: 

Zone  A  shall  comprise  the  whole  town  with  the  exception 
of  Zone  B. 

Zone  B — Recreation  Zone,  the  territory  extending  from  the 
shore  of  Island  Pond  to  within  300  feet  of  the  center 
line  of  Route  111. 

Article  2 — Building  Regulations.    Zone  A. 

Sec.  1 — The  Roof  of  every  building  hereafter  erected  or  re- 
covered in  whole  or  in  part  shall  be  covered  with  fire  resisting 
material,  except  that  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  pro- 
hibit the  use  of  wood  shingles  in  repairing  any  roof  now  covered 
with  wood  shingles. 

Sec.  2 — Chimneys  shall  be  constructed  of  stone,  brick  or 
cement  to  the  ground,  shall  be  lined  with  tile  and  extend  2  feet 
above  the  roof  to  which  it  belongs,  and  shall  have  clean-out 
opening  at  the  base.  No  smoke  pipe  shall  be  allowed  to  pass 
through  floors  or  partitions  separating  rooms,  and  all  entrances 
to  said  chimneys  shall  be  of  fire-proof  construction. 
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Sec.  3 — Every  dwelling  shall  have  a  minimum  ground  floor 
area  of  400  square  feet,  inside  measurement,  for  each  family 
unit. 

Sec.  4 — Sewerage:  All  dwellings  and  all  public  buildings 
shall  be  equipped  with  cesspool,  septic  tank,  sanitary  chemical 
closet  or  approved  vault. 

Sec.  5 — Every  building  shall  be  set  back  from  the  front 
property  line  not  less  than  30  feet,  or  such  distance  as  shall  con- 
form with  the  average  line  of  existing  buildings  500  ft.  on  either 
side,  and  all  buildings  shall  be  set  back  at  least  10  ft.  from  the 
side  lot  line. 

Sec.  6 — No  signs  shall  be  permitted  except  the  following: 
Town  and  State  highway  directional  and  regulatory  signs,  historic 
signs  and  those  signs  used  to  advertise  the  profession  or  goods 
dealt  in  by  owner  or  occupant  of  property  on  which  placed.  No 
sign  or  group  of  signs  shall  exceed  20  sq.  ft. — outside  dimensions 
— and  shall  not  be  placed  so  as  to  obstruct  view  on  highway. 
Locations  of  signs  shall  be  governed  by  same  rules  as  apply  to 
buildings  in  Sec.  5. 

Sec.  7 — Reconstruction  of  Buildings:  Any  structure  destroyed 
by  fire,  explosion,  flood,  storm  or  other  act  of  God  may  be 
rebuilt  or  reconstructed  within  one  year  of  its  destruction  except 
that  if  a  non-conforming  use  is  destroyed  to  a  degree  of  75  per 
cent  or  more  as  determined  by  assessed  valuation,  it  must,  when 
rebuilt,  conform  to  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  in  its  location 
and  construction. 

Sec.  8 — The  construction  of  small  accessory  buildings  to- 
gether with  minor  alterations,  repairs  and  general  upkeep  of 
existing  buildings  shall  be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  Sec.  7 
and  following  articles. 
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Sec.  9 — New  Development. 

A.  The  owner  of  any  plot  of  ground'  intended  for  develop- 
ment or  subdivision  into  building  lots  not  fronting  upon  a  public 
highway  shall  file  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  a  plan  or  map 
of  the  proposed  subdivision,  and  shall  obtain  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  thereon  before  proceeding  with  the  develop- 
ment or  sale  of  lots  in  the  said  subdivision. 

B.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  inspect 
the  site  of  such  proposed  subdivision]  ihd  to  require  such  road- 
way and  other  areas  for  common  use  as  will  eventually  be  ac- 
ceptable to  the  town  for  maintenance  by  the  town,  and  to  approve 
the  same  when  satisfied  that  such  proposed  plans  are  in  hatmdny 
with  and  conducive  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  Tow^n  and  the 
neighborhood,  and  not  detrimental  to  existing  property  values, 
but  in  no  sense  shall  this  be  deemed  an  acceptance  by  the  town 
of  the  street  or  streets. 

Article  3 — Building  Regulations  oj  Zone  B.^  The  provisions 
of  Zone  A  shall  be  applicable  to  Zone  B  except  in  the  following 
respects: 

Sec.  1 — Dw^elling  not  used  for  year  round  residence  shall 
have  a  minimum  ground  floor  area  of  300  sq.  ft.  for  each  family 
unit. 

Sec.  2 — Provisions  of  set  back  from  front  property  line  shall 
not  apply. 

Article  4 — Town  Building  Inspector: 

Sec.  1 — For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  town  Building  Inspector  who  shall  per- 
form the  duties  of  his  office  as  designate!:}  in  the  various  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  and  shall  make  inspections  of  all  buildings  in 
the  process  of  building  or  reconstruction  and  report  all  violations 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
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Sec.  2---\ny  person  before  commencing  work  on  the  erection 
or  alterau.on  of  any  building  or  structure  must  first  obtain  a' 
permit  duly  granted  for  such  erection  or  alteration  by  the  build- 
ing inspector.  Before  a  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  Building 
Inspector,  he  shall  determine  whether  the  proposed  constructioiii 
or  alterations  conforms  to  all  the  conditions  of  this  ordii;iance.    .:, 

Sec.  3 — An  application  fee  of  $2.00  for  new  construction  or 
$1.00  for  major  alteration,  to  be  retained  by  the  Building  In- 
spector as  full  compensation  for  his  services,  mut  be  paid  by  the 
applicant  before  permit  is  issued.  Permits  for  repairs,  will  be 
issued  free. 

Sec.  4 — Xo  permit,  however,  shall  be  issued  unless  the  pro- 
posed structure  will  present  a  reasonable  appearance  and  will  be 
in  keeping  with  the  neighborhood  and  unless  the  building  is  to 
be  finished  on  the  exterior  in  a  permanent  manner  and  is  to  be 
suitably  painted  on  the  outside  whenever  the  same  is  of  wood 
or  a  material  customarily  painted  except  that  in  Zone  B  camps 
may  be  left  unpainted.  This  is  intended  to  eliminate  the  erection 
of  structures  obviously  out  of  place  for  the  neighborhood  where 
they  are  to  be  located,  and  which  may  have  a  detrimental  effect 
on  properly  values  and  neighborhood  character.  When  an  ob- 
jection,^n  account  of  the  appearance  of  a  proposed  structure  as 
above  indicated,  is  raised  by  a  majority  of  the  families  residing  or 
owning  property  within  a  radius  of  500  ft.  of  the  property  in 
question,  the  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  to 
receive  evidence  on  both  sides  and  shall  have  the  authority  to 
decide  whether  the  permit  shall  be  issued  or  not. 

Article  5 — Board  of  Adjustment: 

The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Adjustment  con- 
forming in  membership  and  duties  to  the  provisions  of  Chap.  42, 
Sec.  54-60  inclusive  of  the  Public  Laws,  said  Board  to  serve  with- 
out conpemsation.  This  citizen  board  shall  have  authority  to 
allow  slight  variances  from  the  specific  terms  of  this  ordinance, 
where  it  can  be  shown  that  they  would  result  in  unnecessary 
hardship. 
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Article  6 — Penalty  for  Violations: 

Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  above  regula- 
tions shall  be  punished  upon  conviction  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
$10.00  for  each  day  of  each  violation.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
.the  Selectmen  to  see  that  this  ordinance  is  enforced  and  to  take 
appropriate  steps  to  correct  any  violations  of  this  ordinance  in 
accordance  with  Public  Laws,  Chap.  42,  Sec.  67. 

^        Article  7 — Amendment  oj  Ordinance: 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  may  be  amended  or 
changed  at  any  regular  or  special  Town  Meeting  by  a  majority 
of  the  voters  present  as  provided  by  the  Public  Laws. 

Article  8 — This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

62  ANNUAL  REPORT 

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Atkinson: 

I  take  pleasure  in  presenting  my  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  your  schools. 

The  Statistical  Report,  Table  I,  is  for  the  school  year 
ending  June  30,  1940,  and  Table  H  is  for  the  last  ten  years 
ending  June  30,  1940.  This  report  is  followed  by  the  reports  of 
the  Music  Supervisor  and  the  School  Nurse. 

The  staff  of  teachers  in  the  Atkinson  Schools  remains  the 
same  as  last  year.  We  are  fortunate  to  retain  the  services  of  able 
and  experienced  teachers. 

The  enrollment  in  the  elementary  schools  for  the  year  covered 
by  this  report  was  sixty-three,  showing  a  decrease  of  one  since 
the  year  previous.  The  enrollment  of  the  Academy  was  nineteen, 
one  more  than  the  year  previous.  The  school  attendance  averaged 
95.17%  of  the  membership  ,as  compared  with  the  state  average 
of  95.3/%. 

There  were  seven  graduates  from  the  eighth  grade  last  June, 
and  all  but  one  of  these  have  entered  the  Academy  this  year. 
The  following  list  shows  the  September  enrollment  of  Atkinson 
pupils  in  High  Schools: 

Atkinson  Academy  18 

Woodbury  High  School  2 

Total  Atkinson  pupils  enrolled  in  High  Schools      20 

The  space  in  front  of  the  Primary  building  was  graded  with 
gravel,  last  summer,  and  after  being  packed  down,  im.proves  the 
school  yard  very  much. 
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Metropolitan  Achievement  Tests  were  given  during  the  year 
to  all  pupils  in  grades  two  through  grades  eight.  The  Otis  Mental 
Test  was  administered  in  the  fourth  grade.  Through  a  study  of 
the  test  results  the  teacher  is  able  to  determine  where  there  may 
be  weaknesses  in  her  work  with  individuals  as  well  as  with  the 
group  as  a  whole.  She  is  then  in  a  better  position  to  correct 
those  weaknesses  and  modify  her  program.  These  tests  are 
a  strong  factor,  also,  in  teacher  growth,  with  the  improvement 
in  teaching  efficiency  as  a  result.  The  results  obtained  on  the 
Stardard  tests,  in  the  tool  subjects,  that  have  been  given  during 
the  year  have  been  satisfactory.  In  most  instances,  our  median 
achievement  has  been  at  or  above  the  standard  set  up  by 
the  test. 

The  radio  continues  to  be  used  in  the  classrooms,  with  in- 
creased effectiveness.  The  most  helpful  programs  have  been 
those  in  geography  and  literature.  We  continue  to  limit  our- 
selves to  two  listening  periods  per  week. 

In  last  year's  report  there  was  printed  information  on  the 
method  of  securing  a  working  certificate.  Considerable  confusion 
is  still  in  evidence.  There  are  two  things  to  keep  in  mind.  (1) 
The  working  certificate  must  be  obtained  from  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  of  the  town  or  city  where  the  work  is  located. 
(2)  Those  between  sixteen  and  twenty-one  years  old,  desiring 
a  certificate,  should  present,  in  person,  to  the  certifying  officer, 
a  birth  certificate,  and  a  statement  from  their  employer  certifying 
that  employment  is  being  given. 

The  goal  of  the  school  and  the  home  is  the  same — good 
citizenship.  A  good  home  is  still  the  best  school  yet  devised  by 
society.  Too  aften  we  think  of  education  as  the  learning  acquired 
in  schools,  from  books.  We,  in  school  work,  know  that  "book 
learning''  is  only  a  part  of  life's  education.  We  try  to  teach  the 
meaning  of  work,  co-operation,  leadership,  followership,  and  to 
develop  traits  of  good  personality.  We  believe  in  the  necessity  of 
the  three  R's,  for  we  know  that  these  subjects  have  a  life  value 
and  use. 
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But  parents  are  teachers.  The  home  is  more  fundamental 
than  the  school  in  getting  ready  for  life;  for  a  home  is  a  natural 
situation.  The  family  group  has  been  the  basis  of  society  for 
untold  generations. 

What  ought,  parents  teach?  First,  parents  ought  to  teach 
the  meaning  of  discipline,  The  school  has  your  child  a  few  hours 
a  day  for  less  than  half  the  days  of  the  year..  Discipline  is  a 
difficult  trait  to  describe.  But  it  is  self-evident.  Life  requires 
discipline.  It  is  the  parent's  primary  responsibility  to  instill  it. 
The  reasonably  disciplined  child  has  a  head  start  in  the  battle 
of  life  over  the  one  who  has  learned  little  self-control. 

Second,  parents  ought  to  teach  their  children  the  meaning 
of  work.  It's  just  as  easy  to  instill  the  work  habit  in  chidren 
as  it  is  the  play  habit.  Work  is- a  foundation  stone  of  success  in 
life.  Many  young  people  do  not  succeed  in  their  jobs  because 
they  lack  the  work  attitude.  The  parent  who  says,  "Let  John 
and  Mary  have  a  good  time  now;  they'll  find  out  what  life  is 
when  they  grow  up,"  is  doing  his  children  a  deep  wrong.  True 
education  is  getting  ready  for  this  practical,  everyday  world  of 
ours,  and  honest  work  is  a  vital  part  of  it. 

Third,  the  home  should  teach  certain  traits  that  help  muuld 
a  well-rounded  personality;  courtesy,  cleanliness,  an  optimistic 
viewpoint,  right  attitude  toward  money,  co-operation,  self-reliance, 
and  learning  to  live  with  others. 

The  goal  of  the  home  and  school  is  the  same.  We  want 
young  people  to  become  good  citizens.  Working  together,  in 
common  understanding,  we  can  help  boys  and  girls  become  the 
right  type  of  citizens. 

We  have  tried  to  prepare  our  pupils  for  enlightened  citizen- 
ship by  attempting  to  develop  skills  in  the  fundamental  tool 
subjects  —  arithmetic,  reading,  spelling,  spoken  and  written  Eng- 
lish, geography,  and  history.  Every  child  should  have  the  satis- 
faction of  success  in  his  work. 
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Science  plays  such  an  important  part  in  human  living  today 
that  it  must  have  a  definite  place  on  the  school  program.  The 
work  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  has  been  so  arranged  that 
the  boys  and  girls  would  learn  to  appreciate  their  immediate 
environment. 

Health  and  Safety  Education  continues  to  receive  consider- 
able attention.  Another  important  phase  of  our  work  has  been 
to  provide  at  least  to  some  extent  activities  that  will  influence 
the  pupils  in  the  use  of  their  leisure  time,  not  only  now,  but  later 
in  life.  Our  world  has  become  "leisure  time  conscious."  Oiie 
writer  states:  "The  backyard,  playground,  and  street  parallel,  and 
eclipse  the  school — the  press,  the  radio,  the  motion  picture,  and 
the  comic  strip  all  reach  out  after  the  child."  The  school  cannot 
change  all  of  these  influences  at  once,  but  it  can  assist  the  child 
in  many  ways  by  intelligent  and  patient  guidance. 

As  a  special  feature  for  National  Education  Week,  the  pupils 
of  the  Grammar  School  exhibited  various  hobbies  which  they 
have  enjoyed  and  developed  during  weekly  meetings  of  their 
Hobby  Club.  In  the  Primary  Room  emphasis  has  been  placed 
on  worthy  use  of  leisure  time.  During  the  noon  hour,  radio 
programs,  which  tend  to  develop  an  interest  in  literature  are  en- 
joyed, and  "Etiquette  Reminders"  are  enacted  which  have  proved 
very  beneficial.  Through  the  efforts  and  cooperation  of  a  number 
of  the  mothers,  a  very  successful  musical  program  was  presented 
jointly  by  the  Primary  and  the  Grammar  Schools  on  December 
6th.  The  proceeds  will  be  used  for  additional  equipment  for  the 
schools. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
cooperation  accorded  me  by  the  School  Board,  parents,  teachers, 
and  pupils.

Dental  clinic  held  at  the  Library,  in  May.  28  children  attended, 
ahd  had  their  teeth  put  in  good  condition.  Many  decayed, 
abscessed  teeth  were  removed. 
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A  letter  was  written  asking  the  Grange  to  sponsor  the  clinic 
and  they  kindly  consented.  The  Red  Cross  also  assisted.  Cer- 
tificates were  given  for  complete  care  and  twenty-six  received  this 
award.    The  clinic  was  most  successful. 

Children  were  weighed  several  times  during  the  year  and 
records  sent  to  parents.  Eighty-five  school  calls  were  made 
during  the  year,  and  twenty-five  home  calls. 

Special  inspections  were  made  for  any  evidences  of  skin 
diseases  or  pediculosis,  and  notices  and  exclusions  as  necessary. 

Notices  of  all  defects  found  were  sent  home  to  parents.
